The confusion, the ranklinj^, llio litigation, 
the uncertainty of which they have beoi 
productive among onr neighbors, we havH 
fortunately escaped. Up to this, American 
courts have been the principal vehicles by 
which disputes arising fi'om them liav,; been 
brought to a decision. Onr courts Ikivc been 
BuQ'ercd to deal wilti matters of bird cii^li. 
It seems, liowevtM-, tiiat h'C are in have a 
chanf^e. An action has been eoniinenced in 
our Supreme Court by the second iodorsec, 
residiiii; here, of a promissory note. made in 
Washington Territory, for the recovery of 
the timount on the face of it, The defendant, 
as one of the inMlcors.

We caiiiiot well entertain tho idea 
that the pruhibilion against the exportation of 
stock is the precursor of a declaration of war. 
The late telezramsof English news indicated a 
continuance of peace. There is this, however, 
about the matter ; the prohibition can only 
affect our two provinces on this const. 
No other country is alTectod, as they are not 
coiisimiers or customers of the neighboring 
Territory and S'ates for stork. Taking tho 
war view of the matter, the embargo is hurled 
ilitectly at ns, and may bo followed by a 
decree lo prohibit the exportation of flour or 
other produce. Jjut as a measure of retalia- 
tion, it is n suicidal one on the part of the 
American authorities; for they will lose 
their cash customers, whilst it, if a durable 
embargo, will give an impetus to our agri- 
cull'.iral inilustry, ai d indaco us lu carry our 
gold eisewliuie to' purchase what they could 
supply. It is sai l— cin doubtlul authority — 
that the olfjeet of .-topping the exportation of 
stock is to prevent a scarcity iu the supply, 
for tho army of the United States. Wo can 
scarcely believe Ihis story. Driving stock 
C 000 miles, from Oregon to Ohio, vvill 
scarcely pay. Tlio only pacific interpretation 
that can lie placed on the decree o! non- 
exportation of stock is, that iho people of 
Washington Torriiory and Ofegon have not
